Report Summary

Social distancing is a critical practice that is essential to help prevent
COVID-19 from spreading.

Lincoln Police responded to 846 incidents for the month and 80 case
reports were written for the month. Officers responded to 24
vehicle crashes. Patrol officers wrote 36 citations and 23 warnings
for the month, along with 2 City Ordinance Citations and 6 City
Cannabis Ordinance Citations.

Of the 35 arrests for the month, officers arrested several for
warrants, domestic battery, and driving while suspended/revoked.
Detectives continued investigations on 16 cases including
participating in CIEG task force operations.

The K9 unit had 6 deployments for the month of March. Out of those
deployments, Officer Sullivan and ACE seized 2 items that were both
drug related and made 2 arrest.

DARE was able to help support a few school functions and other
donations were given out before the schools were closed.

Due to the current Shelter in Place Order, that the Governor enacted
on March 13t our two SRO officers are not able to work in the
schools at the moment. They have been patrolling the streets to help
their fellow officers with the influx of calls of service.

Criminal Investigations

The detectives of the Criminal Investigation Division of the Lincoln Police Department conducted
further investigation on 16 active criminal investigations in the month of March. The types of
investigations are listed but due to the sensitivity of those investigations, specific information is not

available to for release.

(4) Investigations were narcotics related.

(5) Investigations involved sexual offenses. These crimes involved both adult and child victims
with offenses of criminal sexual assault, aggravated criminal sexual assault, predatory criminal

sexual assault, and child pornography.

(3) Investigations involved crimes against persons. These investigations included domestic
battery, child abuse, and attempted murder.

(5) Investigations were property related. These cases included burglary, residential burglary, and
forgery.

(9) Search warrants were executed to further the above investigations.

Two officers of the Criminal Investigations Division continued to participate in a multi-
jurisdictional drug task force, conducting joint investigations with other local, state, and federal

agencies.

DARE/Community Policing

DARE was able to donate to multiple organizations during the month of March. Some of the organizations
who received donations were Central School for a dinner fundraising event, the Lincolns Sportsman Club,
the Lincoln Park District, and the Lincoln Junior High School Track Team. Officer Christy Fruge has also
purchased some new hands on instructional material for the DARE program. When we are able to get the
program back up and running, the children are going to learn a lot from the new material.

Officer Sullivan and K9 Ace had 6 deployments for the month of March. The deployments resulted in a
large search area, with 4 indications, 2 items seized and 2 arrest. The 2 indications were drug related. The
drugs being crack and cannabis, totaling 2.5 grams.

School Resource for LCHS

On March 13, Governor Pritzker ordered the schools to shutter their facilities to help prevent the spread
of the Coronavirus. Prior to the Governor’s order, the incidents Officer Timothy Butterfield responded to
the first part of March included drug violations, E-Cig/Vape violations, harassment/bulling issues, and
other general counseling issues.
